President Cleveland' i* Wayol'i.«oli- 


at the Appoiutinif Pow«r. 


A Herald's Washington special says : 


•'I do not think any Administration for 
many years baa been so closely and 
jealously watched by the people as this 
cue," President Cleveland said to your 
correspondent, "and I am glad of it. If 
any of us were tempted by the pressure 
or by our own weakness to go wrong, I 
believe we should cot dare to do it, for 
it seems to me the eyes of the whole 
people are fixed upon na. Every small- 
est public act ot mine or of the Cabinet 
is talked ot and discussed. If we make 
mistakes, as cannot be helped, we hear 
of them at once, and I say for myself 
that this kind of close watch is a help 
to my endeavors to do my duty. It 
shows that the public are alive. They 
want good government. They are not 
inattentive, and if sometimes wrong 
judgments come oat against us, we must 
bear them and try to do the best we 
know how." The President's point of 
yiew of office-seeking and holding often 
surprises office-seekers. 
He was nrged 


to make a "clean sweep" in one of the 
Western States on the ground that, "If 
you will do this for us we will make the 
State Democratic next year." "Prob- 
ably you oould," was the reply, "but 
What would be the use? By precisely 
the same method the .Republicans, when 
their time comet,, would make it Bepnb- 
lioan again. That is no way to keep 
the party in power or to make it strong." 
Again he was urged strongly to remove 
a Republican in another Western State 
and to appoint a man recommended to 
him by several Congressmen. "You 
cannot say that you are not satisfied of 
the honesty and capacity and high 
character of the gentleman we are urg- 
ing, Mr. President," said they. "I do 
not doubt that," he replied, "but you 
hare not giveu me any reason for re- 
moving the mau who holds the place. 
He is an uncommonly able and a thor- 
oughly honest man in that place. "What 
excuse have I for turning him out?" 
"Some of our people don't see," he 
said, the other day, "that when a Re- 
publican is left in office his hands are 
tied BO far as usefulness to his party 
goes. If I should remove officers with- 
out regard to their conduct, I should 
let free a large army of active and effec- 
tive political workers to labor in every 
campaign against our party, and every 
faithful nnd honest man I had turned 
out would have the public sympathy. 
with him." 


Presidential Postmasters. 


Following is the reason of the ap- 


pointment book containing a list of 
Postmasters appointed at Presidential 
offices since the adjournment of the 
Senate: The suspensions in these oases 
were, with two exceptions, made for 
partisan*; two were made upon reports 
of inspectors showing bad management 
of their offices by the incumbents. 
The President has not considered all 
the cases of Presidential Postmasters 
which have been made ready and pre- 
sented to hie attention. He has made 
467 appointments, of which 274 were 
to vacancies caused by expiration of 
terms or resignation, and 193 in place 
of suspended officers. Every case of 
suspension has been carefully consid- 
ered upon evidence, in pursuance of 
some principle and by which he was 
guided in the beginning. 
A large num- 


ber solicited for removal have been re- 
fused, including some at hra last con- 
sideration of the cases 'Thursday, be- 
cause proofs were not such, in his judg- 
ment, as to warrant action. Arrange- 
ments have been made ao that commis- 
sions will be isiued notwithstanding the 
President's absence when bonds are 
filed and approved. 


Governor Adam* has come in for a 


i fresh amount of press censure on ac- 
count of his failure or neglect to issue 
* proclamation relative to the death of 
General Grant. The omission is con- 
spicions because nearly every State in 


. the Union took official cognizance of 
the fact. 


THE BAJLAVCJE OF POWEB. 


(Silver SUte, > 


The assertion of T. B. Biokey, who 


is willing to be a candidate for Gover- 
nor on the Republican ticket thut "the 
cattle-men of the State control several 
thousand votes, and hold the balance of 
power," has caused some comment, and 
subjected the Carson Valley bnllook 
bracder to more or less ridicule. While 
the cattle interest of the State is of 
great, and steadily increasing impor- 
tance, there is not yet the remotest 
probability that cattle-men will vote as 
a unit for any candidate for Governor, 
or that any number of them would sup- 
port Mr. Rickey because he has the rep- 
utation of knowing how to use a lasso, 
against a farmer, a merchant, a miner 
or a mechanic, with whose political 
views they are in accord. Thsie is no 
occasion for meu engaged in aDyx partic- 
ular business in Nevada arraying them- 
selves for or against any particular can- 
didate because of his occupation. Men 
well qualified for the Governorship can 
be found in the State who do not own a 
steer, as well as among those whose 
herds number thousands, t»ud cattle- 
men do not hold the balance of power 
any more than farmers or miners. A 
man's occupation, provided it be rep- 
utable should be a secondary consid- 
eration in the selection of a Goveruor, 
and the assertion that (Ay industry con- 
trols several thousand votes is too sug- 
gestive of bulldosiug to be countenanced 
in Nevada, where every qualified elector 
can vote as he pleases, or as is too oft- 
en the case at our elections, dispose of 
his vote to the highest bidder for cash. 


Secretary Manning Objects. 


Mr. Heddeu, the newly appointed 


Collector of the Pott of New York, met 
with a little surprise the other day, 
which illustrates the uncertainty of po- 
litical friendships. 
Mr. Hedden bad a 


bother-in-law named Knapp holding a 
clerkship in the Auditor's office of the 
Custom House, at a salary of $1,600 a 
year. Mr. Hedden made Mr. Knupp 
his private secretary at a salary of $3,- 
000 per annum. Later, having an eye 
to the advancement of bis relatives, the 
Collector named Mr. Knapp for Assis- 
tant Auditor, at a salary of $3,500 a 
year to succeed Mr. Belcher. Mr. 
Knapp's place as private secretary was 
filled by the appointment of a Mr. Par- 
ker. 
Mr. fledden's recommendation of 


Mr. Knapp to Secretary Manning as 
Assistant Auditor was returned to Mr. 
Hedden uuapproveJ. This leaves Mr. 
Knapp without an office—a very awk- 
ward situation considering the rapidity 
with which he was ascending the ladder 
of promotion.' The rebuff to Mr. Hed- 
deu will probably not cause him to re- 
sign the Oollectorship. He will doubt- 
less feel it none the less keenly, how- 
ever. 


Kereuae. 


Joseph S. Miller, Commissoner of In- 


ternal Revenue, has made a prelimin- 
ary report on the general condition of 
the Internal Revenue Service. The re- 
port says: Total collection for the fis- 
cal year, amounting to $112,420,111, 
have been properly accounted for and 
the money covered into the Treasury of 
the United States. The cost to collect 
internal revenue for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1885, was about $4,480,000 
being 39 per cent of the amount collect- 
ed, and $600,000 less than .the cost for 
the year 1884. 
The Commissioners es- 


timate the total receipts from all re- 
sources of internal revenue for the next 
fiscal year will be about $115,000,000. 


The statement regarding immigration 


into the United States during the last 
fiscal year, just issued from the Bnreau 
of Statistics, shows that the tide is 
ebbing more and more rapidly from the 
high-water mark of 1882. The arrivals 
at the ten principal customs districts 
(which receive more than 98 per cent, 
of the arrivals at all points), from July 
1, 1884, to June 30, -1885, aggregate 
387,821, which indicates a total of about 
396,500 when the full returns are com- 
piled. During the fiscal year of 1884 
the total was 518,592, which fell nearly 
85,000 short ot the 603,322 recorded in 
1883, and tbia in turn was more than 
185,000 below the unprecedented figures 
for 1882, when no less than 788,992 
immigrants arrived in the United States.

"I'd rather own Kirman & Rickey's 


ranch in Antelope Valley, stocked as it 
is," said a gentleman to,^i Tribune rep- 
resentative this morning," than to be 
President of the United States." 


This appeared like big talk, but the 


mau was in earnest, for he had just 
come from Antelope Valley, where he 
had met that modern Cincinnatus« HOD" 
T. B. Kiekey, and bad been entertained 
with an inspection of the. extensive pos- 
sessions of that wealthy cattle king. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. 


Itiekey is prominently mentioned as 
the most available Kepubhcan candi- 
date for Governor of Nevada, he insists 
that he does not ask for the nomination. 
Thus, it appears that the good old rule 
that the office shall seek the man and 
not the man the office has not entirely 
gone out of vogue. This is indeed an 
encouraging sign. 


The ranch at which Mr. Rickey's 


family make their home during the 
Summer season has on it 100 miles of 
fence inclosing the meadow anil grain 
lands alone. Daring tbe visit of tbe 
gentleman interviewed he saw ten mow- 
ing machines following each other, and 
three gangs of stackers piling up the 
bay with buH-rakes. All the work is 
done by machinery, and under Mr. 
Rickey's efficient management every- 
thing moves along in good order. Over 
100 stacks of hay, each containing 120 
tons, were counted, and 100 more will 
be added before the harvest is over. 
The hay-field alone employs 85 men. 
The pasture and grazing lauds take in 
about all that is left of Antelope Valley, 
and tbe horses and cattle running at 
large are innumerable. In every direc- 
tion the ranges geem literally alive. 
The ranch proper is fourteen miles long. 
In addition to tbe flue residence, the 
carriage house, the extensive stables 
filled with fine horaes, and the many 
other buildings and structures required 
in constructing so large an establish- 
ment, there is an immense stone diary, 
where tbe milk and cream of 300 cows 
are turned into cheese and butter. 


"While the visitor was at the ranch a 


poor widow living near at hand came to 
Mr. Rickey and asked for the loan of a 
cow for a season, saying that it would 
be of great benefit to her. With his 
characteristic generosity, Mr. Rickey 
immediately sent for his herd-master 
and directed him to drivo two of the 
best cows in the band to the poor wo- 
man's h"Ui*e. 


The family of Mr. Rickey spend the 


season at tbe Antelope Valley hom<* as 
if they were at some Summer resort. 
They have horses and'carriages at their 
disposal at all times, with plenty of 
servants both indoors and outside to 
care for all their wants, and to provide 
amusements. The name of the Post- 
office is Topaz, and certainly anyone 
who goes that way would hate to pass 
such a place without stopping and en- 
joying the hospitality of its free-hearted 
proprietor. 


The store at Topaz, belonging to the 


firm of Kirman & Rickey, is one of the 
largest in tbe State. Adjoining are the 
machine and blacksmith shops. 
There 


are granaries, storehouses and such 
buildiugs in all directions, and running 
water m all parts of tbe ranch.. On the 
premises there is also a flue church with 
u cosy parsonage for the nccoromodiition 
of the resident preacher.

A Rttilrond Diocessary to Oerclop 
Jlor Vast Resources. 


The Sentinel says : 
The resources of Lincoln county are 


great, buc until a railroad assists in the 
development of the same by coming to 
tbe relief of those already there who 
have no market for what they produce 
the dormant situation will remain un- 
changed. Lincoln is not only one of 
the richest counties in the State in min- 
erals, but it abounds in agricultural 
lands not excelled on the Coast. 
The 


soil of its valleys is loamy and fertile, 
the climate mild, and water in places is 
bountiful. The mines of the country 
require no puffing. They are too well 
and favorably known by practical min- 
ing men of the Coast for that. What 
th« country needs is a railroad to con- 
nect it with the outside world, to trans- 
port ore ovsr, to convey out other pro- 
ducts and to take in supplies. 


As an instance of the hardship the 


miners of the county labor under to- 
day, we quote tbe following from the 
Pioche Record of last Saturday: "At 
Mineral Park, Arizona, a fair profit aan 
be made on silver ore containing 18 
ounces in silver and from 35 to '40 per 
cent. lead. The ore is shipped to the 
reduction works in Colorado. Eighty- 
ounce silver ore is not worth a conti- 
nental for shipment in Pioche. There 
is nothing so beneficial to an isolated 
mining country as to have a railroad 
running through it."

Profit in Barley. 


The San Francisco Chronicle re- 


marks: 
' 


While it is generally conceded that 


the farmer who grows wheat year after 
year, especially at such prices us have 
recently prevailed, is indulging in" a 
losing speculation, one branch of cereal 
cultivation seems to be greatly over- 
looked. Los Angeles and San Bernar- 
dino counties have never been con- 
sidered, as well adapted for grain grow- 
ing as'some of the northern counties 
where the annual rainfall is heavier. 
Nevertheless, even in this present ex- 
ceptionally dry year, the farmers of that 
portion of the State have realized a 
"good thing" from their crops of bar- 
ley. The new crop is even now selling 
at $1 20 per cental and there is good 
reason for expecting the price to reach 
at least $1 50 by December. In fact 
mauy of the farmers are holding their 
grain in anticipation of such a rise iu 
values. There are large areas of natur- 
ally moixt laud in the locality mention- 
tioned where the most luxuriant crops 
may be grown 'year after year with no 
apparent diminution of yield. Indeed, 
it is 
customary on such soil to 


harvest the gram crop as soon as 
possible and then pat in a crop 
of corn, tbuR securing two harvests 
every year. So rich is thin soil chut 
this system of double cropping fair been 
carried on for years without any ap- 
parent diminution of yielU. But even 
without this, tbe single .crop of barley, 
when $1 20 per cental, or even less, is 
the ruling price, is a very remunerative 
one. 


But it is not alone for the eraiu that 


barley is raised there. Barley hay is 
the*inost valued feed for horses sub- 
jected to hard work, taking precedence 
over alfalfa or any other product. The 
market price frequently runs up to $15 


and $20 per ton. and even higher, and 
as from two to four tons to the acre is 
no uncommon yield, it does not require 
a mathematical demonstration to show 
that there is a good margin for profit 
left on the .part of the fnrmer.

after having ridden to Riverside Park 
with hia relatives yesterday, spoke very 
sorrowfully about his father's loaa, one 
very proudly about the great tribute 
which the people had paid hid memory. 
•"I consider that greater deference was 
shown father's memory yesterday than 
ever hits been shorn to any other Amer- 
ican citizen," he said. "It 
was, o) 


course, a mournful satisfaction to me. 
The family lolly appreciate the spirit 
which prompted the great procession 
\Ve did not see or bear anything that 
marred the obsequies. If father was so 
much to the world, who barely knew 
him, you can perhaps imagine how 
much he wts to the family . His ofhcial 
career was not bis greatest. lie had a 
side to bis life which very few cau ap- 
preciate." 


"Was it u matter of satisfaction that 


the Confederate Generals took part?" 


"Certainly. Nothing would have so 


gratified father as to have Known that 
all sectional feeling wua forever buried 
at bis grave. Ho had very great respect 
for the Southern Gauerals. Some of 
them \\eie his most intimate friends. 
It was u^onr request that thoy were in- 
vited to attend the funeral, and I am 
very glad that they were present. The 
demonstrations throughout the South 
are also very gratifying, for they exhibit 
a spirit which my father had always 
hoped for." 


"Will the General's book be published 


at onoe?" 


"I thinlc it will appear before long. 


We do not yet 'know exactly what or 
hon^inuou manuscript there is. The 
laslfcpages father wrote have not been 
looked over, and there is a large amount 
of matter now in form for publication. 
On my return to Mount McGregor I 
shall devote the next four weeks to 
looking over the manuscript. I shall 
make copies of all his papers and pre- 
serve the originals. I am not yet sure 
whether or not there will be enough 
matter for two volumes, but what there 
is will be published, with as little re- 
vising as possible. The story will be 
brought down to father's death, and 
when this has been done whatever there 
is will be printed." 


"Do you think, there is any chance of 


the General's remains -ever .being re- 
moved to Washington?" 


"I would rather not talk upon that 


matter. It is a subject for future de- 
hate and action. It was the wish of the 
family that father should be buried 
here, or we should not have chosen 
New York. If at any future time the 
propriety of removing the remains to 
Washington is to be considered, there 
will be time to discuss the subject." 


'•Do yoa anticipate any serious re- 


sults from Mrs. Grant's prostration?" 


"My mother is physically strong, and 


I have no doubt that in time she will 
regain her usual health . She has been 
confined unremittingly for a long time 
to my father's sick-room. If she had 
not been very strong, she would have 
broken down lon^ ago. I think that 
with a change of surroundings she will 
recover rapidly. As to the future plans 
of the family I cannot speak very defi- 
nitely. We shall go back to Mount 
McGregor and remain there until Fall, 
when the family must separate. Mrs. 
Grant will doubtless occupy the house 


1 on Sixty-sixth street, bat there will ba 
no repairing, no painting nor papering. 
We have not the means with which to 
caake any repairs." * 


About 9:30 o'clock Monday morning 


the Grant family visited the City Hall, 
and after examining the surroundings 
"of the (pot where the General had lain 
in a'tate, 'decided that many of the floral 
tributes that remained in the Governor's 
room should be sent to the tomb. Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred Grant, V. S. and Jesse 
Grant and Mrs. Sartoris were in the 
party.

It 
Pronounces the Fnnernl One 


Tliat Han Never Been EqnaUd. 


All the London mora'ing newspapers 


published Sunday give copious accounts 
of the funeral of General Grant. All 
agree that the outpouring of the peo- 
ple on tho occasion, and their deep 
grief, indicated by dispatches, were 
something wonderful. 


The Times has a special dispatch, 


three columns long, detailing scenes 
aad incidents of the funeral, and also 
prints a leading editorial, praising and 
recalling many personal traits of the 
dead General. It expresses unbounded 
admiration for the conduct of the Amer- 
ican people concerning the burial of 
General Grant t, and pronounces the 
funeral "a spontaneous outburst of na- 
tional admiration and gratitude, which, 
although it can do nothing for its actual 
object, is not, therefore, the less to be 
commended." lu conclusion the Times 
says: "No other nation and no former 
period or causa have afforded the ma- 
terials for such a procession as that of 
Saturday, or even the physical condi- 
tions which enable the members to come 
together." 


A Curious Petrifaction. 


A ouriou* formation was found among 


the pines of Central Wisconsin^ near 
Knowlton, a few weeks ago. It was in 
the form of a petrified squirrel and about 
the size of a common squirrel, and was 
taken from the heart of a tree by some 
woodmen. It was of a brownish color, 
as hard as a rock, and "as natural oa 
life," even to the kink in its long busby 
tail. The curiosity was carefully pack- 
ed and sent by William Mnlhollen, its 
owner, to President Cleveland, from 
whom a personal letter of thanks has 
been received by the sender, say ing that 
it would be carefully preserved and 
placed in the public museum at Wash- 
ington. 


The White Blouse Closed, 


The White House is now closed to 


visitors and will not reopen until the 
President's return in September. In 
the meantime the building will be over- 
hauled and made clean and comfortable. 
Considerable repairing will have to be 
done, and several improvements iu the 
internal arrangements will be made; 
the clerical force will remain oa duty 
during the Summer. Assistant Private 
Secretary Pruden is in charge. The

la the book ou family names by the 


late Bnv. William Arthur, the father of 
ex-Presideut Arthur, the meaning of 
the name Grant is explained. 
The 


book is entitled " An Eetymological 
Dictionary of Family and Christian 
Surnames. 


' "Of this name, he remarks that it may 


be denved from the SAXOU, Irish or 
French. Iu the Saxon, Grant signifies 
crooked or bowed. Thus Cambridge, 
the town and university o^England, so 
called, signifies a crooked bridge, or 
rather a bridge upon the Cam river, or 
the crooked or winding river. The 
Saxons called this town Grant Bridge, 
Cain in the British and Grant in the 
Saxon being of the same significance— 
crooked. 


"So Mons Gramphius, the Grainpion 


Hill, was called by the Saxons "Graaz 
Ben" or "the crooked bill," but we 
cannot see how, from this Saxon word, 
the surname should be borrowed. 


"In the oil Irish, grand ha signifies 
ug'y> brave, valorous, and from thence 
many are inclined to tbiuk that the sur- 
name Grant is taken from grand, which 
in the Irish is sounded short, and there- 
by the letter d at the end of the word 
is changed into t, and thus grand into 
grant. 
The surname, it seems, was 


thus pronounced in England about 500 
years ago, for Richard Grant was made 
Archbishop of Canterbury in the year 
1229, aad :a, in Air. Anderson's geneo- 
loginal tables, as well as by others, 
called Bichard Grant. But the English 
historians of that time, writing fn Latin, 
call him Bichard Magnus, which plainly 
shows that they toon Grant to be the 
same with the French Grand and tho 
Latin Magnus, to which let us add that 
iu the old writs the article 'the' is put 
before the surname 'Grand.' "

H. H. Bancroft, historian of the Pa- 


cific States, in his second volume ou 
California, recently issued, makes this 
interesting reference to an attempt at 
irrigation b'y the padres at the San 
Diego Mission: 


"The first year of the decade the 


rains were lute ami there was great want 
of grain at the mission, as also in 1808; 
though statistical tables show the crap* 
of 1809 to have been much smaller than 
in either of those years. I suppose it 
may have been these drouths that im- 
pelled the friars to construct an ex- 
tensive system of irrigating works, and 
that the works, the remains of which 
are yet to be seen, wera probably com- 
pleted during this decade, though tbere 
are no definite records on the subject, 
and though I suspect tbo ditch was 
never practi:ally a great success. Some 
three miles above the mission the river 
wan damned by a solid stone wall, 
thirteen feet in thickness, and coated 
with a cement that became as hard as 
rock. 
In the center was a gateway 


twelve feet wide, lined with brick. The 
dam was standing in 1874, though the 
water had washed oat a channel at one 
und, and the sand left but a few feet of 
the height of the .structure visible. 
From this dnm an aqueduct of tiles was 
built down the stream through a pre- 
cipitous gorge, impassible on horseback, 
to the mission lands. 
The, aqueduct 


wasjleep, and so strong that in places 
it supported itself after the foundation 
was removed."

If the Governor of Oregon ap- 


points a Republican to succeed 
Slater, as he is likely to do, and if 
the Senate admits the appointee, 
which is not quite so certain, in view 
of the Oregon precedent established 
in the case of Delazon Smith, the 
United States Senate, in the Forty- 
ninth Congress, will consist of forty- 
two Republicans and 
thirty-four 


Democrats, the former having a ma- 
jority of eight. Before the .Fiftieth 
Congress meets, vacancies in the 
Senatorial representation of the fol- 
lowing States will have occurred: 
Delaware, Florida, Maryland, Miss 
issippi, Missouri, Nevada, Tennessee, 
Texas, West Virginia, 
California, 


Connecticut, Indiana, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, Minnesota. Ne- 
braska, New Jersey, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Vermont, Virginia, Wisconsin. At 
the present time these States send 
nine Democratic Senators and sixv 
teen Republicans. Of the nine Dem- 
ocratic Senators, all are likely to be 
succeeded by men of their own faith, 
excepting Pair, of Nevada, who may 
be superseded by a Republican, as 
the present Legislature is largely of 
that complexion and there seems no 
prospect of a change. Of the sixteen 
Republican Senators the succession 
of five is in doubt. It is likely that 
Virginia and Indiana will elect Dem 
ocrats to succeed Mahone and Harri 
son. And it is possible that Demo- 
crats may be elected in New York, 
New Jersey ond Connecticut. Should 
Nevada send a Republican in the 
place of Fair, and the five States vre 
have named choosa Democrats in the 
place of the,present Republican in 
oambents, the Senate would be a tie, 
und the casting vote of the Vice Pres- 
ident would give the Democrats con- 
trol ou pariy measures.

The Tuscarora Times-Review says: 


• As is doubtless known to most of ou 
leadeis, the last Legislature madti a 
complete und most radical change iu 
our Judiciary system, so fur as the Dia 
tuct Courts lira uonc-einud. Instead o: 
electing the Judges by Distiiots as has 
lioietofore been the custom, the new 
statue consolidates all of the counties 
into aue District, and provides for the 
election of three Judges, who are to be 
voted for by the people of the entir 
State, tbe same as Supreme Judges 
Governor and other State officeis. 
Th< 


three Judges elect one of their iiumbe 
Piesidmg Judge, who has the power o 
directing his two colleagues where to 
hold Court in the different counties "as 
the public business may require." Th 
ostensible object in enacting the statute 
was economy, us it was urged that thiee 
Judges could attend lo all of the Dis- 
i net Oouit business in the State, ant 
ibut gieat saving would be (ffectfd in 
tiif matter of salaries. In our opinion 
the Act was an unjudicious one and 
against public policy; for we believe 
tbat the saving of a f6w thuusaud dol 
lars in that direction would be more 
than offset by decreased court facilities, 
loss of time and increased expenses to 
litigants. We opposed the passage of 
tbe law »c the time it was under dis- 
cussion in the LegisUturc, and are 
fully convinced, 
if it should ever be 


put into operation, that iu tw? years 
thereafter the correctness of our views 
will be mdoi's-d by au almos-t unan- 
imous demand for the re.pi al of the 
Act. 
It is doubtful, however, whether 


the new system will b« adopted. There 
appears to be an meooncilable conflict 
between that portion of Section 9 of 
the law which empowers the Presiding 
Judge to determine when and whtJe the 
District Courts shall be held, and the 
first portion of Section 7; Article VI of 
the State Constitution. 
The latter 


nays: "The Act most plainly giyes that 
power to the Presiding Juiige and it is 
the opinion of many leading lawyers 
that tbe clause is fatal to the Act, for if 
that part is declared nncoo&timtional 
the operation of tbe entire law •'is pre- 
vented. The matter will probably be 
tested by mandumnsingr the Governor 
when he issues a proolamat'on for the 
election of the Jn.lges under the new 
Statute. We most sincerely hope that 
the law will be killed by a decision of 
the Supreme Court rather than by a 
repetiliuK Act of tbe Legislature two 
yeuis atttr it got.t into operation.
